N I I W YORK, March 3 . — A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says : 


A report lias been read of the 
landing of a very large expedition 
almost in Matan/as harbor. It is be- 
lieved to be that taken oflf the 
Dauantless by "Dynamite Johnny" 
O'Brien. The supplies were taken in 
ciiarge of rebel cavalry, numbering 
400. They were attacked by 800 of 
General Mollnos soldiers. 
It is re- 
ported that the rebels refused bat- 
tle, and successfully escaped with 
the supplies, absolutely without loss. 


Reports of insurgent activity con- 
tinue to come into Havana, 
and 
greatly exasperate the public, al- 
though every attempt is made to 
sup])ress the facts. Rebels are es- 
pecially active in the provinces of 
Santiago Oe Cuba, Puerto Principe 
and Santa Clara. Jiminez Castal- 
nos, in recent battles in Vulltas, Cu- 
arto, Caiuinos, Xajos and Managua- 
co and Peralejo, could no more than 
hold his own, and eventually was 
compelled to retreat to Puerto Prin- 
cipe and Santa Clara, losing several 
officers and ninety-seven privates, 
and having two lieutenants and 220 
privates wounded. 


Spanish columns under Gen. Voda 
Rey and Col. Lopez Onthega, on 
February 23, were surprised and 
vigorously attacked by Cubans of 
Garcia's command. 
The Spanish 
were thrown into confusion and, 
after an attempt to reform their 
lines, 
fled 
precipitately, 
leaving 
Capt. Gomez Avellenada and seven- 
teen privates dead on the field. The 
rebels captured thirt3^-nine wounded 
Spaniards. 


Near Holguin, on the same day. 
General Torrez, with ISOO men, de- 
feated the combined forces of Gen- 
eral Ballesterous, and the marine 
infantry under 
Capt. 
Fernandez 
Colombo, killing twenty-nine and 
wounding Captain Colombo, Major 
Rivera and thirty-eight privates 


Captain Sigsbee has received a 
letter written by Gen, Jacinto Her- 
andez, expressing sympathy for the 
loss of his ship and crew. 
General 
Herandez feared to address Captain 
Sigsbee pers«jnall3% as it might be 
misunderstood, so he addressed his 
letter to an American who is in the 
field with Gomez. 
The letter was 
then forwarded to this city. 


A messenger left the camp of 
General Gomez early last "week and 
is now proceeding to Washington, 
carrying full data and details of in- 
surgent field organization. 
In case 
hostilities break out General Gomez 
expects to co-operate 
with 
the 
American fleet and for this reason 
desires that American officers shall 
have full knowledge of the rebel 
forces and equipment. 
It is under- 
stood here that Gomez will offer to 
relinquish his command to 
any 
American general who may be sent 
from Washington. 


A letter received today from a 
Herald correspondent in the field 
near San Antonio De Las Vegas 
dated February 27, brings news of a 
six hour fight near the town of 
Tapeste, in the hills. 
No details 
have been i-eceived, but it is known 
that the insurgents held their post, 
forcing the troops to retire.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 3 — 
Attorney General Ketcham, who 
has 
just 
returned from Ripley 
county, very much disheartened at 
his 
failure to convict Hezekiah 
Hughes as one of the lynchers of 
the five men hanged by a mob at 
Versailles last September, has writ- 
ten an ironical report to Governor 
Mount, in which he sarcastically re- 
fers to the good people of the county 
as follows : 


"Everyone in the county, espe- 
cially the men suspected of the 
crime, the lawyers, the officials and 
the justices, condemns in unmeas- 
ured terms the unlawful taking of 
life. I know of no crime that they 
regard as worse than that unless it 
be the crimes of which these five 
men were suspected and on account 
of which they were incarcerated. 


"It will doubtless be a great relief 
to your mi ad, as it is to mine, to 
know that the sentiment of Ripley 
county is a unit, outside of the five 
men who were hanged,- and I had 
no opportunity to discover what 
their sentiments on' that subject 
were, against the commission of any 
such crime as the communitjif ûut> 
side of Biplej county Ims hereto* 


LONDON, March 3.—"The United 
States will have every town on the 
Spanish coast blown to atoms, I am 
ready to wager, a month after the 
beginning of hostilities," said Wil- 
liam Allan, M. P., to the New York 
World correspondent. 


Mr. Allan represents the Gates- 
head division in the house of com- 
mons, is one of the largest ship 
builders on the Tyne ana is an ac- 
knowledged 
authority 
on naval 
affairs. The World correspondent 
had asked him if there is any likeli- 
hood that Spain can buy war vessels 
now building in the British yards 
from the governments which or- 
dered them. 


"It would not do Spain any good 
if she could buy them,'' Mr. Allan 
answered. 
"But except those or- 
dered by Japan there are very few 
ordered in the English yards from 
foreign governments, and 
Japan 
won't sell. 
I can't conceive any 
reason why Chili should sell shiT)S 
to her ancient enemy to be used 
against the United States, which 
helped her so generously to her in- 
dependence. 
But even should Chili 
or Brazil sell ships to Spain they 
would be of no use to her. 


"I have always expressed in - the 
house of commons as you know, 
my admiration for American war 
ships. 
I challenged our govern- 
ment to test the new cruiser Power- 
ful by sending her across the At- 
lantic at full speed as the United 
States government had sent the 
Columbia, but our government de- 
clined. 
I consider that America has 
some of the very finest shii^s afloat 
and I know the American sailors to 
be as good as any in the world. 


"Why, Spain is a retrograde—a 
moribund nation. 
If she should 
snap up all the war ships available 
all over the world she could not 
give the United States cause for an 
instant's concern. 
I believe in the 
grit, tenacity and fighting capacity 
of the Anglo-Saxon races as against 
these Spaniards, who are fed on oil 
and garlic and are without stamina. 
Why, in the olden days our bucan- 
neers used to beat them and they 
have not improved since 
then— 
rather the contrary. 


"But there will be no war. 
The 
Spanish government knows it would 
be the signal for a Carlist rising. 
They will have some kind of a rev- 
olution in Spain before long, but as 
to war with the United States there 
will be none. 
I have never believed 
that the United States' wants Cuba, 
but I expect they will employ all 
their influence to establish a repub- 
lic there." 


Mr. Tweddle, the 
manager of

said to the World's correspondent: 
"I don't think the Spanish navy 
can cause the United States much 
concern. 
I really do not think 
Spain has much of a chance of get- 
ting warships in

great majority of the ships now on 
the stocks are for the British gov- 
ernment, which of course won't 
sell." 


Inquiries by the World corres- 
pondent at Y^arrow's torpedo boat 
works, Blackwall, elicited the state- 
ment that the firm is building four 
torpedo catchers for Japan 
and 
four for Austria. 
Neither power 
would sell the ships to Spain.

La Champagne, disabled off the 
Newfoundland coast, is more than 
an a<lded testimony to tho dangers 
of the sea even under the most fav- 
oring circumstances. 
The incident 
was an occasion for a new proof of 
the bravery that still exists 
in 
human nature. 
The boat's crew of 
volunteers that started out in a 
wintry sea for succor was of the 
.sajne stock of courage tliat 
the 
world lia-s always eulogized. 
And 
when, after .six days of suffering 
and suspense, tlie waifs of the storm 
were pulled upon a passing sliip, 
and with frostbitten extremities fell 
like logs to the deck, they had 
proved their faith by their works. 
And sucli is the. i)ower of duty and 
devotion to humanity, that oven in 
the face of sucli an experience other 
.sciilors, and probabl,y 
tlie same, 
would dare a similar adventure. 
Tlie romance is not yet out of the 
blood of mankind. 


Repou rs from the country indicate 
an 
unusual 
interest among the 
farmei's in ])olitical affairs. This is 
encouraging and as it should be. 
Farmers give too little attention to 
jiolitics and ])er con.sequence tlie.y 
are not only deprived of their just 
share in tlui fruits of victory, but 
they are frcciuontly tho chief sutl'er- 
ers frojii bad legislation and the un- 
wise management of ])ublic affairs.

It is encouraging, therefore, 
that the democi'atic farmers of Allen 
(•ounty are av.'akening to a fuller 
s(Mise of their ])ower and i!n])ortance 
in the politics of tho county. 
Cnit- 
ed, thoy can enforce recognition of 
their claims to considcrrtion.

NEW YOIIK, March 3.—A dispatch 


to the Herald from Havana says: 


A report has been read of the 


landing of a very large expedition 
almost in Matanzas harbor. It is be- 
lieved to be that taken off the 
Dauantless by "Dynamite Johnny" 
O'Brien. The supplies were taken in 
charge of rebel cavalry, numbering 
400. 
They were attacked by 800 of 


General Mollnos soldiers. It is re- 
ported that the rebels refused bat- 
tle, and successfully escaped with 
the supplies, absolutely without loss. 


Reports of insurgent activity con- 


tinue to come into Havana,' and 
greatly exasperate the public, al- 
though every attempt is made to 
suppress the facts. Rebels are es- 
pecially active in the provinces of 
Santiago Oe Cuba, Puerto Principe 
and Santa Clara. Jiminez Castal- 
nos, in recent battles in Vnlltas, Cu- 
arfco, Caminos, Najoa and Managna- 
co and Peralejo, could no more than 
hold his own, and eventually was 
compelled to retreat to Puerto Prin- 
cipe and Santo Clara, losing several 
officers and ninety-seven privates, 
and having two lieutenants and 220 
privates wounded.

Key and Col. Lopez Onthega, on 
February 23, were surprised and 
vigorously attacked by Cubans of 
Garcia's command.
